There was a question about the EMT's and knowledge of the fire numbers and streets. Jerry will 
make sure they get maps and whatever else they need. 
 
The IHS contract negotiations will also need additional steps needed. Betty Jo and Jerry will get 
together on this at a later date. 
 

5. Review Monthly Reports: 
On the GAP monthly report; contract money is being identified as revenue-this shouldn't be 
listed that way. GAP's ASO should be checking on this. 
 
Maehnowesekiyah- They had a surprise visit by the state licensing bureau. Overall it went 
well it was the first visit in four years normally it is supposed to be every few years. There was 
one problem; in 1997 the codes changed and all smoke/heat detectors are supposed to be 
hardwired to the main system. January 2002 was the deadline to meet this change. This wasn't 
done. 
 
There is a $10.00 a day fine until it's corrected. This starts at January 2002. The people who 
came to do the inspection will help in trying to negotiate the fine lower. 
 
Maehnowesekiyah has also received CARF accreditation for 1 year. Betty Jo will send 
a corrective action sheet showing the items cited and the actions taken to correct 
them. 
 

6. Other Business: 
Recreation is part of the Youth Intertribal Boys & Girls Basketball Tournament. They will be 
hosting on November 8 & 9 at the High School.

The Aging Division and Maehnowesekiyah are going in together for the Elders Christmas party.
